secured. 

"We cannot see how wp can 
run into any more trouble," 
Margolis commented. ^ 

Margolis won the right to 
establish a restaurant on the site 
last year when a three-judge panel 
of the Court of Appeals rejected 
the University's long-held con- 
tention that a restaurant on the 
site would be in violation of the 
I city-approved campus Master 
Plan. GW ofHcials also claimed 
that a reataurant there would hurl 
the campus’ academic at- 
mosphere. 

The court unanimously ruled 
that the Master Plan has no 
bearing on any property not 
owned by the University. 

The site, although not owned 
by GW, is included in the Master 
Plan, but is caiagorized “Un- 
designaied." 

Under the appeals decision, 
there are limits placed on the 
actual alterations that can be 
made on the building. Because of 
the zoning variance necessary to 
allow the conversion of the 
building into a restaurant.

Work on a controversial 76- 
seat restaurant finally began on 
the Margolis property at 22nd and 
Eye Streets this week almost one 
year to the day after the D.C. 
Court of Appeals threw out 
University objections to the plan. 

Construction workers set up 
wooden barriers in preparation 
for what is estimated at S3SO.OOO 
worth pf renovations on the 
deteriorated former tailor shop^ 
owned by 67-year old Sidney I. 
Margolis. The restaurant, called 
“The Cherry Tree,*’ should be, 
open by mid-summer. 

The building will be a student- 
oriented 76-seat sit-down 
restaurant, according to 
Domenique D'Ermo. the owner, 
of prestigious Domenique's 
french reataurant at 1900 Penn- 
lylvania Ave. who will tease the 
buildihg from Margolis for an 
undisclosed amount of money. 

Financing problems and 
changes in construction plans 
have delayed work on the site 
since the Court of Appeals 
allowed the zoning change 
necessary for the restaurant 
conversion last April 1. Margolis 
said yesterday. He added,

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Red Lion Row proceeding according to plan 


The Red Lion RoW project, a 
$30 million office and shopping 
complex on campus, /'is still 
following closely to the^building 
prese^ation agreement drawn up 
last Deceniber, University Vice 
President and Treasurer Charles 
E. Diehl said yesterday. 

The project will consist of a 
large office building constructed 
behind and connected to the row 
6f 19th century lownhouses that 
front the 2000 block of Penn- 
sylvania Avenue. GW worked out 
a series of complex agreements 
with neighborhood groups and 
the city about the preservation of 
the buildings last year. 

The latest agreement called on 
GW to keep at least the facades of 
all of the historic buildings intact, 
.ai^ to preserve other outside 


walls that were stable enough to 
[ Withstand the construction. 

University officials had op- 
posed the requirements, saying 
that most of the walls had barely 
enough mortar to hold the bricks 
together. They worked out an 
agreement, however, that 
required more than 20 walls be 
preserved, and that is the 
agreement that Diehl said is being 
followed. 

“I don’t see how there can be 
any speculation," he said. "There 
was a very definite specification 
on what walls would be saved." 

Diehl commented that the 
construction crew had en- 
countered serious difficulty in 
keeping some of the wails 
standing. "Those walls didn’t

Better lighting in areas that at present remain dark is a step the 
University could take. These areas now provide stomping grounds ' 
for those who threaten the well-being of students.

I just 
never thought it would happen to me . . . but it did. 

, Last Saturday night when 1 was walking home 
from work, just a half Mock off capmus, a man 
approached me and threatened me with a razor 
blade. He demanded my money which I wiliingly 
gave to him. He then forced me into his car, bound 
my hands and feet and covered my eyes with elec- 
trical tape. He promised he wouldn't hurt me. He 
lied. For the next hour I was raped and tortured and 
then thrown out of the car, leaving me stranded 
somewhere in southeast D.C. 

I was weli aware that this tort of thing went on but 
I never wgnted to let my fears inhibit my actions. It's 
unfortunate that this had to happen before I would 
realize that what I used to think of at being over- 
cautious is actusdly being sensible. By writing this I 
am hoping to reach you women who think, as I used 


to think, “It will never happen to me.” I am begging 
you please to take the necessary precautions in 
protecting yourselves, such as calling a male friend 
or GW security to escort you to your door. I wish I 
could talk to every one of you on a personal level so 
that you could feel the intensity of the impact that 
my family and my closest friends are feeling along 
with me. At the tame time, I am trying to reach you 
men who care for these potential victims, be it a 
friend or even an unfamiliar face. 

It may mean walking a few blocks out of your way 
to make sure that she geu home safely - but isn't it 
worth it to know that you can help make the women 
around you feel more secure and possibly prevent 
them from having to go through the suffering that I 
have gone through and will, to some extent continue 
to go through for the rest of my life.

Sen.. Williams: a postscript

This would have 
beat very interesting if by chance 
the Senate Intelligence Committee 
set up a staff Usk force, to un- 
cover misdeeds on betudf of high 
FBI officials, and through en- 
trapment procedures was suc- 
cessful in ensnaring a deputy 
director, and effectively forced 
him out. .

This unfortunately was not the 
answer to this month's question: 
should one branch of the 
government be legally permitted 
to systematically eliminate 
membm of another branch? 
According to a Federal District 
Court judge in New York the 
answer is yes, and according to 
the United States Senate the same 
it correct. The court in the 
Williams case refused to entertain 
motions regarding the FBI scam, 
its morality or legality; and the 
United States Senate refused to 
consider the entrapment legality 
question in its expulsion debates. 

The refusal of the Court and 
the Senate to consider the en- 
trapment issue raises some 
problematic questions. The 
Seiute was prepared to expel 
Senator Williams without con- 
sidering the mitigating questions 
regarding the legality of the whole 
FBI scam; even before the 
Senator had had his case appealed 
before another federal court. This 
raises the possibility that the tight 
of Harrison Williams to enjoy 
full judicial process was cir- 
cumvented by the Senate. The 
senators claimed that the legal 
matters do not matter, only the 
moral and ethical ones, so 
Williams was forced into exile, in 
a sense the verdict of the United 
States Senate in the Williams 
matter was delivered before 
appeal. Under the rules of the 
Senate this is legal, but is it 
moral? 

No senator or other elected 
ofTicial should be exempted from 
common civil laws, but neither 
shall his or her rights be abridged 
by any other statutes, even those 
pertinent to a legislative body.

This was one argument on the, 
behalf of Harrison Williams, that 
the judicial process should be 
allowed to run its course before 
final Senate action. Un- 
fortunately this was not to be, 
and the moralists of the Senate 
decided to act before full ad- 
judication. What happens if by 
chance Williams is exonerated 
upon appeal? Obviously Ijie will 
not get his seat back, because the 
governor of New Jersey is a 
Republican, who would appoint 
an ally long before a final appeal 
is heard, especially if things seem 
to be going in Williams' favor. 

This is not, of course, to judge 
the behavior or guilt of the 
former Senator. This has already 
been done by a jury and by his 
peers - but it may have been more 
propitious to await full ad- 
judication before final Senate 
action. As it stands now he is a 
convicted felon, and resigned 
from the Seiute in which he 
served almost four terms. True 
enough he was found guilty, by a 
jury, but to ignore any other facts 
which caused the illegal acts is not 
wise. We will have to await the 
final judicial solution, and wait 


for thf Senator to explain fully 
what actually happened. But this 
is not all we must wait for. We 
can await a full investigation of 
the FBI hit squad routine used 
hhere, aiRl in the cases of other 
I Congressman, of Abscam. There 
are a lot of unanswered questions, 
and it is loo bad that the Senate 
did not wait to hear of possible 
ethically repugnant acts on the 
behalf of a federal agency they 
supposedly oversee. 

Williams was sentenced to 3 
years in prison, but it is unlikely 
that he will ever serve any time. 
No one expects someone who 
spetH 26 years on Capitol Hill to 
end up behind bars, nor should 
he. As was the case when Richard 
Nixon was forced into exile 
(though for directing illegal 
activities, not for geing the victim 
of one) Williams leaves behind a 
legacy of 23 years of service to the 
people of New Jersey and the 
Senate. In all probability his 
inappropriate departure will mar 
his historical record and obscure 
his larger contributions.

I CONFERENCE, Irom p. I 
Harter said. 

The two other additiohs to the 
league are strong Philadetphia- 
b^sed teams, both members of the 
city’s Big Five. The Temple Owls 
and the $t. Joseph’s Hawks have \ 
both made NCAA tournament 
appearances in the past few years ^ 
and should step right in and 
compete for the league title. 
Athletic officials from the two. 
Philadelphia schools could not be 
reached forcomment. 

Although the three new teams 
will help make the league more 
competitive, problems remain. A 
lack of visibility has plagued the 
league since its beginnings and 
has made it difficult for the 
league to establish an identity. 

What was last year, known as 
the Eastern Eight began in 1976 as 
the Eastern Collegiate Basketball 
League. The original eight teams 
wer^ divided into East and West 
divisions. After the first year the 
league abandoned the two 
divisions and called itself the 
Eastern Eight. 

Since 1979 the league has lost 3 
teams. 'I^rior to the 1979-1980 
season St. Bonaventure replaced 
Penn St. In 1980, previous league 
champ Vilianova went to the Big 


East Conference and was replaced 
by Rhode Island. Prior to this 
season. 1980-1981 league, champ 
Pittsburgh announced it would 
leave the conference also to join 
the Big East. | 

' Why the defections?. The 
primary reason is lack of TVi 
^ exposure. Rutgers Coach Tom 
\ Young, whose team hinted at 
. joining a possible all-sports 
conference, decided to keep his 
team in the league when the all- 
sports conference failed to form. 


Young said he believes that 
although the Big East teams may 
have been stronger this past year 
he sees the Big East and the. 
Eastern Eight as competitively 
similar. 

The University of Pittsburgh 
sports information director cited 
TV as the main reason for Pitt- 
sburgh's jump to the Big East. 
"The Big East TV package is one 
of the best packages on any 
conference in the country," said 
Dean Billik. 

Commissioner Byrd said a TV 
contract is a key to having a solid 
league, adding that a committee 
to look into acquiring a TV 
package for the league has been 
established.

National Women's Volleyball team - ranked number two in the world 
• comes up against top-ranked People's Republic of China pn April 
9ih at the Smith Center, the excitement of an Olympic march will be 
present. 

“We want to expose the volleyball team to the Eastern seaboard 
because the East really hasn’t been exposed to loo much to Olympic 
power volleyball,” commented Mike Wrigjii, public relations director 
for the team. “With the spirit of the U.S. A. we wanted to be in the 
nation’s capitol and at George Washington because we would be able 
to reach a lot of students and give them a good chance ip see some 
international competition.” 

The match will give students an opportunity to see such U.<S. greats 
as Flo Hyman, Debbie Green. Rita Crockett, Sue Woodstra, Carolyn 
Becker, Julie Vollerisen and Laurie Flachmeier, all members of the 
1980 Olympic squad. The Olympic boycott temporarily stalled U.S. 
hopes for the Gold Medal in 1980, but the team is now training full 
time for (he 1.984 Los Angeles Olympics as well as the 1982 World 
Championships. 

The Chinese team is now ranked number one in the world after 
their, victory at the World Cup Events and is the team that the U.S. 
must beat at the World Championships and the 1984 Olympics. In the 
past two years the Chinese have proven their abilities internationally • 
they are tall, quick, strong and smart. Their defense, especially their 
flying saves and rally extending “digs” have thrilled many a spec- 
tator. At the net, China runs a precision quick attack as well as any 
other team in the world, although the U.S. squad, statistically, is 
rated better.
